MINISTRY OF DEFENCE 

8.R.O. 95, dated 12th Mar. 1956. — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 60 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of 1924), the Cantonment Board, 
Secunderabad, with the previous sanction of the Central Government, hereby 
imposes a tax on the transfer of immovable property in the Cantonment of 
Secunderabad at the rate of 2 per cent, on the amount of the consideration of the 
value of the property or the amount secured by the mortgage as the case may be 
as set forth in the instrument of sale, gift or mortgage with possession, of immov- 
able property.
